Miners’ President Expresses Wil- 
lingness to Try for Early 
Agreement. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 24.—Sug- 


gestion that the Joint Scale Commit- 
tee of operators and miners of the 


central competitive bituminous coal 
/field meet Monday in New York to 


| draft @ new wage agreement was 


made in a telegram sent today by 
John L. Lewis, president of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America, to 
Thomas T. Brewster, .chairman of 
the operators’ Scale Committee. 

The operators and miners were 
asked by President Wilson yesterday 
to convene the joint wage confer- 
ence as soon as possible, so that the 
uncertainty as to the fuel supply 
might be ended. At the same time 
the President said he expected the 
majority report of the Coal Con-.mis- 
sion, recommending an average wage 
increase of 27 per cent, to be accept- 
ed as binding on both the operators 
and miners. 

Lewis’ telegram to Brewster fol- 
lows: 

“The President’s letter of the 19th 
instant, addressed to the operators 
and miners, made public yesterday. 
suggests the holding of an immediate 
joint scale conference to conclude 
the making of an agreement. In beo- 
half of the mine workers, I express 
our willingness to comply with his 
suggestion. I will be pleased to join 
with you in a call for the assem- 
bling of the Joint Scale Committee of 
the central competitive field. Hav- 
ing in mind the convenience of all 
parties, I suggest that the meeting 
be held in New York on next Mon- 
day, March 29.” 


Operators to Meet Here to Consider 
Coal Commission’s Report. 

' Thomas T. Breswter, chairman of 

the Wage Scale Committee of the 

coal operators in the central com- 

petitive field, comprising the entire 
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bituminous coal district, announced 


today that the operators’ committee 
would meet at Hotel Jefferson next 


Monday to consider the majority re- 
port of the Coal Commission, ap- 
proved yesterday by President Wil. 
son, recommending a 27 per cent in- 
crease in wages for bituminous coal 
miners. : 

He declined to express an opinion 
as to what attitude would be taken 
by the operators toward the report. 
HE said he had received a telegram 
this morning from John L. Lewis, 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, signifying a willing- 
ness to confer with the operators 
and that a reply had been sent to 
Lewis, inviting him to meet with the 
operators here next Tuesday. 

The question of whether the op- 
erators will accept the recommenda- 
tions of the majority report of the 
Coal Commission probably will be 
decided Monday. The operators’ at- 
titude will be presented to Lewis 
Tuesday and if an agreement is 
reached the new working contract 
covering the mining of coal through- 
out the central competitive field 
probably will be concluded here. 


SALOON KEEPER HID HIS 
RAISIN WHISKY ON TOP OF BAR 


Government Agents Spent Three 


Hours in Finding It Although 
It Was Before Their Eyes. 


Charles Gardner, saloon keeper, of 
2034 Olive street, belleves the safest 
place to hide whisky from the eyes 
of Government agents is the most 
conspicuous one. 

After two of the agents had pur- 
chased a drink each of “raisin whis- 
ky,” at 50 cents a drink, they con- 
ducted a two-hour search of the sa- 
loon in an effort to find the remain- 
der of the stock, and were about to 
abandon the search when they 
found the whisky in copper meas- 
ures beneath earthen steins on the 
top of the bar. 

Three rows of the steins had been 
arranged, the first and third rows 
having nothing under them, the 
middle row being used to conceal the 
liquor.

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PASTIME, SWIFT SAYS 


Washington University Psychol- 
ogist Describes Treatment of 
Independent Thinkers. 


“Protective 
subject of an address last night by 
Prof. Edgar James Swift, head of 
the department of psychology of 
Washington University, before the 
Washington University Association 


in the Medical School auditorium. 

“Our actions,” he said, “are the 
offspring of our wishes. What we 
want to do must, therefore be made 
to appear reasonable—at least, to 
ourselves. Our desires must satisfy 
social requirements. Consequently, 
more or less trimming and  re- 
modeling are sometimes needed, but 
the alterations are made with due- 
regard to mental economy. The 
wish may be altered in form, but 
not in substance. Yet, in some way, 
consistency between belief and con- 
duct must be preserved. Here, lan- 
guage, which is very accommodating, 
lends generous assistance and words 
that justify the desire are readily 
found. So easy it is for men to de- 
ceive themselves. They forget the 
French proverb: “Those who excuse 
themselves, accuse themselves.’ 

“Thinking is not easy. It is much 
simpler to accept the conventional 
view and adapt one’s self to the pre- 
valling Opinion. Agreement is evi- 
dence of sanity, because marked di- 
vergence indicates queer, eccentric, 
erratic thoughts. Besides, to be 
‘sane’ is to be respectable and 
desire to be respectable prevents 
men from becoming intelligent. The 
form by which eccentricity is judged 
is, of course, our own opinion. 

Those who live in insane asylums 
and those on the outside agree in 
this. The measure of intelligence 
thus varies with one’s surroundings 
and one’s neighbors. 

Discoverers Jafled. 

“There are two kinds of mental 
disorders—those that exist and those 
that do not. To the latter class of 
mental derelicts belonged Da Guerre, 
the inventor of photography, who 
was put into an insane asylum be- 
cause he said that he could print 
the picture of a man on a sheet of 
tin, and Harvey, the discoverer of 
circulation of the blood, and a whole 
galaxy of men who accepted the

who believed in flying machines. In 
every case the proof of mental de- 


| rangement was that the men made 


a discovery. Evidently discovery is 
a dangerous pastime. 

“Dead radicals are eulogized, be- 
cause the issues for which they 
fought are as dead as the men who 
advocated them. Dead issues can do 
no harm. Belief in them has be- 
come traditional and therefore, emi- 
nently respectable. 

“One would think that the relics 
of opinions preserved in museums of 
antiquated beliefs, as exhibitions of 
the unreasonableness of human rea- 
son—opinions whose overthrow, be- 
lievers thought, would destroy so- 
ciety—would make men hesitate to 
hold so tenaciously to what they are 
least able to demonstrate. But be-

“Discoveries in science do not be- 
come epidemic. They are not a so- 
cial menace. When, however, new 
ideas are offered outside the physical 
sciences they indicate an organic dis- 
ease and consequently the treatment 
of our malady must be vigorous. 
They are symptoms of a contagious 
mental disorder which requires the 
isolation of the infected lest others 
get the disease. The average man 


fears exposure to new ideas as hea 


dreads catching cold. 

“Basking in problems is pleasanter 
than solving them. Vague phrases 
make a noise like wisdom. Familiar 
words have the warmth of old 
friends. We doubt the one as little 
as the other because of intimacy. We 
know both from long association. 
But new problems with their altered 
conditions demand new settings for 
old words. Thinking requires forget- 
ting old formulas. The fact that 
men speak English does not mean 
that they speak the same language. 
They certainly do not if they belong 
to different social or industrial 
classes. This is what Gilbert Ches- 
terton meant when he sald, speaking 


of the Irish question: ‘It is not go} 
much that Englishmen cannot rule! 


Irishmen as that merchants cannot 
rule. peasants.’ ’’

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Action Which Blocked Advance 
in Collars Recommended 
‘for Other Lines. 


About 25 retail dealers in wearing 
apparel met yesterday afternoon 
with the St. Louis Fair Price Com- 
mission in the Court of Criminal 
Correction, Municipal Courts Build- 
ing, to discuss methods of bringing 
about a reduction in the cost of liv- 


E. L. Howe, vice president of 
Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney, aft- 
er citing the recent ruling of the 
Fair Price Commission of this city 
restricting the price of men’s stiff 
linen collars to a maximum of 25 
cents, said that similar action should 
be taken in reference to other 
classes of merchandise. The collar 
ruling, he said, had been taken up 
by the Department of Justice, and 
probably would be made national in 
scope so that manufacturers now 
discriminating against St. Louis re- 
tailers, as a result of the Fair Price 
Commission's action, will find them- 
selves confronted with a standard- 
ized price throughout the country. 
Retailers Forestalled Collar Increase. 


He said that retailers, by calling 
the attention of the Fair Price Com- 
mission to the fact that collar manu- 
facturers had raised the price from 
$2.25 to $2.40 a dozen, and thereby 
had caused an order to be issued 
which prohibited them from buying 
the collars at the advanced price, 
had rendered the public a service. 

The same thing should be done 
regarding other necessities and com- 
modities, he said, adding that retail- 
ers had made the mistake of accept- 
ing the frequent increases in cost 
without protest, and as a conse- 
quence were guilty of contributing 
the general high cost of living. 

In the future, he counseled, the 
retail merchants, when informed 
that a certain article is to be ad-} 
vanced in price by the manufacturer 
or jobyer, should report the matter 
to the Fair Price Commission and 
wait for a ruling before paying the 
price asked. 

Charge for Paint Doubled. 

An incident was related by one of 
the business men at the meeting as 
being typical of how prices are in- 
creased. He had been informed by 
a traveling representative of a large 


after the entire output of the factory 
had been sold an order for 1000 gal- 
lons of paint was received. When 
the customer was told that no more 
paint was available he offered to pay 
double the regular price. His order 
was filled and as a result other cus- 
tomers, who had placed prior orders, 
had to do without paint. 

Circuit Attorney McDaniels, who 
is Fair Price Commissioner for Mis- 
souri, said that the public was dis- 
playing apathy toward the work of 
the Fair Price Commission and was 
not coming forward with specific 
complaints as it should do. 

He indorsed the suggestion that 
retailers should resist the unrea- 
sonable advances in the cost of mer- 
chandise until specific cases have 
been dealt with by the commission, 
as in the collar case.

| rector Max Zach of the Symphony 
Orchestra informed a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that an understanding has 
been reached under which his en- 
gagement as conductor is virtually 


assured for the next three years. His 
contract has run hitherto only from 
year to year. 

In addition, he stated, the directors 
plan shortly to launch a “drive” for 
the purpose of underwriting the or- 
chestra financially for three years. 
Guarantors will be asked to give 
pledges for that period instead of for 
one season, as heretofore. 

These decisions, in Director Zach’s 
opinion, ‘“‘mark at last the turning 
point in the orchestra’s struggle for 
existence.”” If carried out, they 
should abolish the hand-to-mouth 
policy of preceding years and make 
possible a continuous program of de- 
velopment extending at least until 
the spring of 1923. Some of the 
ideals in mind are an extension of 
the season from five months to six, 


the strengthening of the orchestra’s 
personnel in places which now seem 
to be weak and the enlargement of 
the organization from 81 to 90 or 
possibly 100 musicians, so as to af- 
ford quartets in every species of in- 
strument and make the loca] orches- 
tra equal in size to the greatest of its 
rivals. 

This constructive policy has been 


deficit in the history of the Sym- 
phony Society. The loss on the sea- 
son of 1919-1920, according to Man- 
ager Arthur J. Gaines, is estimated 
tentatively at $48,000, as against a 
deficit of $39,000 last year, when the 
orchestra had only 65 members. Th3 
total cost of the series of 50 con- 
certs concluded last Sunday is put, 
in round numbers, at $124,000, 
while box office income was approx- 
imately $76,000. Of the deficit, the 
guarantors have already made good 
$34,000, said Gaines, leaving $14,000 
yet to be raised. 

The total paid attendance at 
the Friday and Saturday con- 
certs was 49,510, an average of 
1650 for each concert, or 240 less 
than the Odeon’s capacity of 1890 
persons. The total paid attendance 
at the popular concerts was 40,292 
an average of 1841 for each concert, 
or only 49 less than capacity. The |

THE WOOD CAMPAIGN SCANDAL. 

Senator Borah is so perturbed over the reports of 
the Leonard Wood “barrel” that he has. asked the 
General's managers.for a financial statement showing 
how much money has been received, who contributed 
it and how much has been spent. ‘In a.statement to 
the public the Senator from Idaho explains his action 
with the assertion that “the use of money in elec- 
tions has reached the point where the people will have 
to take hold of it.” With Senator Borah’s determi- 
nation to\purify politics and safeguard elections from 
the contamination of corrupt money all good citizens 
will be ingaccord. But many such citizens will find 
it difficultyto understand Senator Borah’s emotional] 
reaction to/the rumored Wood scandal and his.seem- 
ing approval of the Michigan debauchery. 

It is possible that Senator Borah knows more about 
the fimances of the Wood canvass than.she average 
citizen does, but it is not possible that the Senator 
has known less about the finances of the Newberry 
campaign than has the average citizen. The latter 
fhas known that charges of boodle and bribery were 
‘frequent during the campaign and that before Mr. 
Newberry appeared to qualify as a Senator his cam- 
paign managers had admitted having spent $178,000, 
while Michigan newspaper estimates placed the dis- | 
‘bursements at close to a million dollars. It ds not! 
of record, however, that such admission and allega- 
tions raised any question in Senator Borah’s, mind 
as totthe fitness of Mr. Newberry for Senate member- 
ship. 

If the friends of Leonard Wood are trying to buy 
the Republican presidential nomination, and that is 
what the Borah outburst implies, they should be ex- 
posed and, if possible, they should be prosecuted. 
But\is it not as important that Senators .shall be 
honestly elected as that presidential candidates shal! 
be honestly nominated? If Gen. Wood is to be con- 
demmed on report, how could Newberry have been 
welcomed into the Senate in the first place, or how 
can the virtuous Borah refrain from insisting upon 
this conficted criminal’s immediate expulsion? 

It should be borne in view that there is law cov- 
ering Senatorial elections and the law has been vio- 
lated. There is no law governing campaigns for the| 
Presidential nomination. 

If Senator Borah has started out to fumigate his, 
party, he should not stop at the presidency; he should 

t least continue as far as the Genate.
